NOTE A - SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Accounting principles followed by the Company and the methods of applying those principles
which materially affect the determination of financial position, results of operation and cash flows
are summarized below;

Organization

First Canterbury Securities, Inc. (the Company) was incorporated in the State of Texas effective
September 1, 1982 and subsequently elected “S” Corporation status for federal income tax
purposes. The Company has adopted a calendar year.

Description of Business

The Company, located in Dallas, Texas, is a broker and dealer in securities registered with the
Securities and Exchange Commission (“SEC”) and is a member of FINRA. The Company
operates under SEC Rule 15¢3-3(k)(2)(ii), which provides that all funds and securities belonging
to the Company’s customers are held by a clearing broker-dealer.

Basis of Accounting

The financial statements of the Company have been prepared on the accrual basis of accounting
and accordingly reflect all significant receivables, payables, and other liabilities.

Cash and Cash Equivalents

The Company considers as cash all short-term investments with an original maturity of three
months or less to be cash equivalents.

Accounts Receivable — Recognition of Bad Debt

The Corporation considers accounts receivable to be fuily collectible; accordingly, no allowance
for doubtful accounts is required. If amounts become uncollectible, they will be charged to
operations when that determination is made.

Revenue Recognition

Commission revenues are recorded by the Company on the settiement date reported by the
clearing firm through submitted commission statements,

Depreciation

Depreciation is calculated using the double declining and straight line methods.

Income taxes

Effective January 1, 2002, the Company elected *“S™ corporation status for federal income tax
purposes. Under “S” corporation regulations, net income or loss is reportable for tax purposes by
the shareholders. Accordingly, no federal income taxes are included in the accompanying
financial statements.

Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally
accepted in the United States of America requires management to make estimates and
assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent
assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues
and expenses during the reporting period. Actual results could differ from those estimates.

Fair Value of Financial Instruments

Financial instruments that are subject to fair value disclosure requirements are carried in the
financial statements at amount that approximate fair value and include cash and cash equivalents.
Fair values are based on quoted market prices and assumptions concerning the amount and timing
of estimated future cash flows and assumed discount rates reflecting varying degrees of perceived
risk.

Comprehensive Income

Statement of Financial Accounting Standards {SFAS) No. 130, Reporting Comprehensive
Income, establishes requirements for disclosure of Comprehensive Income that includes certain
items previously not included in the statement of income, including unrealized gains and losses
on available-for-sales securities and foreign currency translation adjustment among others.
During the year ended December 31, 2012, the Company did not have any components of
Comprehensive Income to report.

Concentrations
The Company has revenue concentrations; the company specializes in sales of securities.
NOTE B - NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

As of December 31, 2012, the Company owed its sole stockholder $6,617.01 on a non-interest
bearing, unsecured loan.

NOTE E —~ OTHER COMMITMENTS AND CONTINGENCIES

Included in the Company’s clearing agreement with its clearing broker-dealer is an
indemnification clause. This clause relates to instances where the Company’s customers fail to
settle security transactions. In the event this occurs, the Company will indemnify the clearing
broker-dealer to the extent of the net loss on the unsettled trade. At December 31, 2012,
management of the Company had not been notified by the clearing broker-dealer, nor were they
otherwise aware of any potential losses relating to this indemnification.

NOTE F - PROPERTY, EQUIPMENT AND LEASEHOLD IMPROVEMENTS

Property, equipment and leasehold improvements are stated at cost less accumulated depreciation.
Expenditures for maintenance and repairs are charged to expense as incurred. Depreciation is
calculated on the double declining method.
